Not only the mainland, but the 
islands of California, which rise 
from the sea like submerged moun- 
tain peaks, have wonderful floating 
gardens, thnuigh which vessels 
often plough with ditlieulty in en- 
tering the small harbors which dot 
the coast. At Santa Barbara the 
eni ranee of the bay is a maze of 
floatinyr vegetation, and the islands 
o(T the coast, esp<>ciall\ Santa Cata- 
lina, uro more or less suiroiinded. 

The floating gai<l"ns are formed 
of long streams of kelp, which, at- 
tached to the lioltoin, grow upward 
to a di.stance of fiom filty to five 
hundred feet, throwing out broad 
leaves and air-bulbs, which act as 
so many lialltHins to support them. 
Tlu> eff.ct of this is to aivo a pi'r- 
feet forest of broad green leaves, 
risini! upward and nreseiitiig a 
sharp coiitrast to the blue water in 
which they g^-ow. Gracefully in 
appe.irance, they turn at ev(>ry 
whim of the tide. Now floating 
directly upward, their leaves high 
al)ove water and caught by the 
br<>eze, ag.'iin re.u'hing away in long 
streams, they are among the most 
strikiuu; and beautiful objects ot* 
the sul'inarine world. When in 
shore the hn;;e plants assume a ver- 
tical position, and become floating 
irardens in reality. In the bay of 
Avalon, they present .so many at- 
fraciions th.it Itoais have been con- 
strueted especislly to float ovc 
them ;ind afford the occupjint.'* an 
opjii'itunity toidi.serve the wonders 
of the ocean vxoihl. 

These boats are all provided with 
larue plate-gla.ss windows set into 
tlie bottom so Hip observer can sit 
in the boat an I gaze down through 
the window and see inieu.silied 
-small aniuia'^, ^ Sonic of tlusc 
boats aie propelled l>y oai-s; others 
are double <!atamarans vhich bear 
a sort of house, and h"ld twenty 
people, and are propelled over the 
floating gardens I'y an engine. The 
glass, as suggested, inaynifles 
o'lji'cts, and in floating along one 
can almost imagine himself under 
the water and roaming at will in 
these gardens of the sea. With the 
b'Ut do"n over the window, a 
series "f marine wonders meets the 
eye. Each leaf or frond is covered 
with patches of color, which re- 
present \aried animals or jilants; 
some aie purple, red, green or yel- 
low. Here are delicate sea ane- 
inoiu's, wliicli so resemble lilnoming 
flowers that they can scarcely l)e 
distiniruislied from the true flowers 
of the land. At the slighiest noise 
they clo,se up, wilhdi.iwios' their 
many-i-oli>red tentacles, then .slowlj' 
blooming out again. 

Here are minute plant like crea- 
tures that Mie I'ealls'* animals, 
though growiui! in a shrub like 
form, and among ihe wonders of 
this floating gfinlen are some that 
give birth 10 iiiiiinte y. iinir which 
become jelly-fishes, to float away 
and at night fill t tie ocean with a 
wonderful phosphorscent liyht 
Sir.injic shells era >vl upon the gre.ii 
leaves; ciabs that iniinic th>ir col- 
ors peT-fectly, und lishes of the ex- 
act lint cling to them, safe in tint 
resemblance, from many enemies. 
Phe liMig haves, when unaflfected 
by the curreni, lisediieetly upward 
and form a maze of nrclies down 
ainontr which many strange forms 
are to be seen. Direetly on the 
bottom a large octopus comeslimping 
along, throwing out itseiuht suckei 
lined arms, moving in a strange 
fashion, waves of color p.issing 
slowly over it, that seem to adapt 
it lo the color of the bottom over 
which it is passing. Near by we 
catch a glimpse of a cousin, the 
argonaut or nautilus, crawling 
along, holding its delicate shell 
over its heati. 

In Ihe crevices of the rocks are 
black-hued ccliini, a perfect maze 
of l)ristliii)i pius and needles, which 
wave to and fro and resent tlie in- 
trusion of any enemy. Thest> are 
the ground dwelleis of this >:arden, 
but there are other ffirins, fishes 
which vie with one another and the 
binis of the land in their beauty of 
cidor. They poise among the leaves 
and present siranve contrasts. One 
is of a >>rilliaMt gold hue with flns, 
whose uraceful movements consti- 
tute an attractiv«> feature of the 
garden. Scoi.'s of litlle fishes glide 
by that are veritable gems in the 
brilliancy of their ornamentaiion, 
bright, jewel-like spots appearing 



here and there over their surfaces 
Suddenly the small fry rush away, 
.IS a mighty form glides slowly 
through the garden. It is the kini; 
of tiie ba.ss, a ti.-h five feet lony ol 
a rich maliogauy tint, whose home 
is in these gardens of the sea. Fal- 
lowing, we shall see a silvery fish 
wiih a yellow tail, and a strijie, 
along its sides. 

Perhaps the most remarkable de- 
nizen of the floating garden isa fisli 
about a foot in length, so grotesqu- 
in shaiie that is almost inipos-i de 
to distinguish ii from the weed. Its 
head and back are covere<l wi*tli 
tentacle-like growths, while it.^ 
color is an exact imitation of the 
weed. The ciiiious fish builds a 
nest in the kelp l.y winding the 
weed in and out, forming a ball in 
which the eggs ai'e deposited and 
tlie young reafed. 

These gardens are not always the 
serene pl.ices of refuge we now see 
tlnin. At ni^'ht the seals and sea 
lions from tiie vaious rookeries 
swim aloiitf shore, enter the garden 
and feed upon the fishes, dashing 
in and out among the arches and 
making eager effoits to capture 
them. At night the scene is often 
a strange one, down through the 
glass window, as nearly all of tin 
animals of the i>)u-den are light 
givers; where during the day the 
sun's rays illume them, now mystit- 
lights play on an infinite variety 
id" forms, iind the kelp-beds are 
scenes of light and beauty beyond 
power of descriiitiou. — New Vork 
Observer.

INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL i Al SKS 
THAT PRODUCE DREAJls. 

Dreams are generally a repetition 
of thoughts unjjuided by rea.son. 
Tho.se caused liy internal nciion or 
lir>. light about by action within the 
lioiiy are due entirely to the action 
and state of the stom.ich, which in 
turn is affected by the quantity and 
quality of food consumed. 

The first ends or feelers of the 
nerves are located in the walls oi 
the stomatdi, and as the food is 
digested they draw up the nour- 
ishment and disiribute it through- 
out the nervous sy.stem to replace 
the waste that has taken place dur- 
ing the day. If the stomach be 
surcharged wiih an abundance of 
he.tting food, too much nour 
ishment i:* forced upon the bmin, 
causing an abnormal filling of (he 
channels, thereby expanding them, 
biiii>:ini: them in touch with others 
and causing the mallei from one (o 
overflow into er to mix with tbe 
fluid of neighbTinu channels 
Whenever Ihe flniil traver.ses i 
cliannel nioie or less foieibly the 
thought which orijrinated that pass- 
age is reproduced more or less 
vividly ; hence insures the general 
mixing up of thoughts which 
originally had no connection with 
each other. 

An overloaded stomaeh al.so 
caiuses a flow of tilood to the brain, 
.>^ent theie by nature lo assist in a.— 
similating ihe extra nourishment, 
and the overchargetl blood vessels 
pressinir upon the nerve channels 
near the brain, cause even more 
turbulent disiurbinces.

We have been honored during the 
past year by a visit from a distin- 
guished deaf gentleman, of Chrisfi- 
ania, Norway, Mr. Lars A. Havstad, 
Hcnt here by the parliament of his 
country to investigate the condition 
of adult deaf-mutes in the United 
States, and to inquire into the 
methods of educating dc;if diij- 
dren. ■* 

The deaf have hehl convention.'' 
in New York, Pennsylvania, .Mi.s- 
W)uri and New Hampshire, all of 
which were replete with good work 
and which were reported in full in 
the columns of the JOURNAL. But 
l)y far the most important conven 
tion was that of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf, held in St. 
Paul, Minnesota, dur-ing the month 
of July. It was a gathering of 
educated deaf gentlemen and ladies 
-<uch as no r)ther country could pro- 
duce, and in itself was a living 
exhibit of the superiority of the 
" Combined System "of instruction. 
This association will be greatly in 
evidence in coming year.-, and will 
obtain recognition , and exert 
influence far beyond that of any 
organization of the deaf in this or 
any other country". 

The invit-ttion and s<'leciion of 
lelegates to the World's Coiitires.'- 
of the Deaf, to be held in Paris, 
Krauf-e, this year, coming from the 
high authority and direction of the 
Minister of the Interior, is evidenc*- 
of the tnorp and more important 
part the dt'af are playing in the 
solution of proldems which concern 
rh.'m and their educational institu- 
tions, and augurs renewed energy 
iiid greater progress for this year ol 
,'iace one thou«-and nine hundred.

Ten days after (he fire the ruins 
were still smoking. The girls' 
wing was not so utterly destroyc*! 
lis the rest of the building, althouKh 
the nx)f and upper floors are gone. 
On this part of the building the 
fireman got in their work most 
effectively, and put out the fire be- 
fore the whole was consumed, and 
I his is very coiurlusive evidence 
'hat, hafi there been i>lenty ol 
water at fir,*t, the flames could have 
been confined to one part of the 
Dig buihiing. But what's the use 
of speculating as to what might 
have been ? 

The fire caused widespread in- 
terest throughout the country. On 
.Sunday after the destiuction of the 
buildings, hundreds of visitors came 
from every direction to see the 
ruins. The streams of people kept 
n(i all day long, and there wer- 
cameras by the score taking views of 
the most interesting scenes about 
the place an<l there were, indeed, 
s one very interesting views to l»e 
had. Por instance there was a 
<orner of the kitchen with the 
range and pots and pans in place, 
just where they were when pref)ara- 
lions for supper were in progress 
on the fatal day. Nearly all the 
resident deaf of Pitlsbiiru were out

Dr. Brown, the venerable Presi- 
dent of the lioard of TrtMtees, and 
father of the institution, stands the 
shock of Ihe loss of the building 
for which he had labored so loni; 
and earnestly, heroically. We 
sincerely hope he will »<'e the new 
buildings take the place of the ruins 
and enjoy his usual weekly visits in 
them for many years to-come.

Thanksgiving Day comes nearer 
even than Ihe Fomlh of July 
to being a legal national holiday, 
for, although (he Fourdi of .Inly is 
celebrated in somci parts of (he 
count ly where Thanksjjiving Day 
is ncfih'Cted, l-lu^ President's pro- 
clamation gives to the latter ji sort 
of ollicial character that the former 
has not obtained. II is not for the 
I'^ederal Government to (ell the 
people of the Uniled States when 
they shall quit business and take lo 
pleasure. It is a matter for the 
Stales (o establish legiil holidays. 
The President in his Thanksgiving 
I)roclanialion meri>ly recommends 
that th(! people, neglecting their 
ordinai.y vocatioi s, ob.serve the day 
with proper ceremony. Asa matter 
of fact, the peoplr^ of (he United 
States work harder and have fewer 
liolidjiys than an.y other people in 
tin- world. This is not espe(!inlly 
a charMcterislic 'of democrMcicH, 
however, for the Australian 
colonies, which are hardly less 
(lemot^fatic in their local govern- 
ment than the lTnil<'<l Slates, keep 
mure holidays than any other 
country in the world. All the im- 
portant sporting events, whether 
ciicketiiig or iiiciiig, are made the 
excuse for a general holiday. Tlie 
usages as (o holiday.^, legal and 
otherwise, in the several Siiir.^ of 
the Union greatly vary. 

Louisiana seems to have moie 
holidays Ihan Jiny other Stale. It 
observes January H, the anniversary 
of the Baltic of New Orleans ; Maiiii 
tiras, on the eve of Lent ; Feb- 
ruary 22, Washington's birlhday ; 
March 4, fireman's anniversary (in 
New Orleans) ; Good Friday ; 
July 4 ; Labor Day in November 
and not Sepiemt)er, as in most 
Stales ; (Jli list mas Day, and New 
Year's Day. Lee's birlhday, Jan 
iiaiy 10, is a holiday in Getugia, 
Nfirtli Carolina, and Virtfiiiia. 

Lincoln's birthday, February 12, 
is a holiday in Illinois. Texas 
makes Februiiry 2, the anniversary 
of her indejiendence, a hoHday, 
and also April 21, the anniversary 
of the Battle of San Jacinto. 

Alabama and (Georgia hav(* a 
memorial day, or De<'oralion Da.y, 
on April 26, and North C.iiolina 
on May 10. North Carolina atso 
celebrates, ten da.ys latto-, the an- 
niversary of th<* Mecklenberg De- 
claration (d' Itrdependeiie(>. 

Florida c(del)rates JelTei'Moii 
Davis's birlh lay, June 3. Ulah 
keeps Pioneei's Day on July 24. 
(Jarolina keeps Admission Day on 
Seplember 0, and Nevada on Octo- 
ber .11. South Carolina keeps not 
only Cliiistmas Day, but December 
27, as well. This, doiibliiss, is a 
relic of slavery times, when in 
many fiarts of the South the negroes 
kepi the whole wec^k belweeii 
Christmas and New Year's, when 
little or no work was done. 

It was a soil of truce of (4od for 
the slave, who for this week liv(!d 
as a free man and made merry. 
Arbor Day is observed in a con- 
slanlly iin^reasing number of Stales, 
aKdlln* Saturday half holiday is 
gradually extending from State to 
.state, thou^zh it is not strictly ob- 
serveil anywhere. Gieat Britain 
really has no public holiday thai 
(Hirresponds to the Fourth of .Inly. 
There is no day when Biilons of 
every political party arifl faction 
come together and celebrate in 
hearty accord a national event. 
Chris(mas is not even a legal holi- 
day in KimlatHi, (hough it is in 
Scotland. It is, of course, eehd)rat- 
ed tliroiitdioiit tli(> kingdom, but il 
was made a statiKory holiday in 
Scollan<l, because otheiwisc! the 
strong Puritan s|)irit fin^vailing 
there would ha vebroiighl a neglecl 
of the observatu-e. In London the 
Saturday half-holiday is as much 
observed as Suiiday. The Bank 
Holiday Act, passed at Ihe instance 
of Sir John Lubbock, in 1871, made 
four legal holidays. Easier Monda.v, 
Whit Monday, the first Monda.y in 
August, and December 2(i. In 
S(M»tland the legal holidays an; New 
Year's Day, the first Monday in 
May, the first Monday i;i Aitt'usf, 
and (Jhrislmas Day. (!hiisfmas 
Day and (Jood Friday a re holy days 
but not legal holidays, in England. 
On these days all (he (hea(res are 
compelled (o close. Tiiis custom is 
being ob.served in New York by 
souM' maiiairers. New Yeai-'s Day 
is th(> grea( holiday in Scotland. 
I( is much more wide'y observed 
than (Jhristmas Day, while New 
Year's Day, is not observed a( all in 
Kni.'land. Guy Fawkfi's Day, 
Novemiier 5, Iskeju after a fashion 
in Entrlaird, but it is iiol a day that 
Catholics (!are to remember, since 
it recalls a time when they were 
hated and suspected. The French 
obrerve New Year's Da,y, " Jour dc 
I'an," iti great pomp. The glory of 
that day has faded in New York, 
hihI New Year's calls are about 
extinct. 

The (Queen's birllulH.y, which is 
totally neglected In (Jreal Britain 
and Ireland, is observed wilh great 
enthusiasm in most of Ihe colonies, 
e'«[»ecially in Canada. Il is lo the 
cohmial Brilon a rallying day that 
comes nearer the Fourth of July 
(han any olher in (he year. The 
Canadians also have an annual 
Thanksgiving Day, generally a 
week earlier than ours, Scolch- 
men of all <dasses rally on St. An- 
drew's Day, and this is really a 
wry im|)orlanl day in the English 
colonics, for Seotcdimen have in 
Jargti part made the colonies of 



Great Britain, and they are strong 
the world over, wherever the 
British flag flies. St. Andrew's 
Day is celebral(!(l in China, in Mal- 
aysia, all over India,, in South 
Africa, in Australia, in Canada, 
and' in a hundred insignincant 
islands and small settlements, 
liiirns' birthday is another Scotch 
holida.y, Ihoiigli, of course, not a 
legal one. It is celebrated wher- 
ever Scotchmen are, and esj)ecially 
in tills city. St. Patrick's Day 
and Orange Day are familiar to all 
sorts of people wherever the war- 
ring factions of Irislrnen are found. 
Tim Welsh celebrate St. David's 
Day at home and abroad There 
is a small W(dsh colony in (his 
city, with a few (diurches where the 
jiastors |)rea(di In the Welsh tongue. 

Many English workmen not only 
ke<'ii (he Salurday Imlf-holiday, 
but even Monday — St. Monday, as 
it is called. This day is saereil to 
those English workmen who keej) 
up the British mechanic's old-time 
fame as a hard drinker. Ev(ui in 
this country Monday is a slack day 
following lli(* too frecpient Sunday 
debauch. 

Englishmen in India keep not 
only their own but also the native 
holidays. There is Iloli, a carnival 
of license, when the natives go 
about strikiiur each other with bags 
of red powder, and their white 
garments are dusted as if with red 
pepper. There is Dipwali, the 
fi'ast of lanterns, celebrated in 
gorueous fashion not only all over 
India, "but in (Jhiim and Japan, a 
beautiful and, to the stranger, 
tnarvelous holiday. There is 
Dasera, when all (lie animals are 
decorated with flowers, and masters 
are expected lo giv(^ |iri^s(>nts lo 
their servants in recognilion of Ihe 
holiday. This correKimndN to Box- 
iiij.' Day in (Jreal Britain, December 
2Gth, when postmen, street sweep- 
ers, 8'-rv!in(s and employees of 
every class expect presents Nearly 
every country has a gifl-exaetiiiii 
da.y. The Sa,tui<lay half-holiday is 
oii(> that has existed in fact for a 
loiiL' time in various parts of the 
country. For many years it has 
been the ()ra(!tice of working people 
on the eastern shore of Maryland to 
<piit work at noon on Salurday and 
to spend (he rest of the day (ishing, 
hunting or carousing. That is (h(^ 
da.y when the country negroes come 
to (he villages ; iiuleed, when all 
country folks visit (he (own. It is 
sometimes called Public Day, being 
ll)<> day when country folks diive to 
town to mak<^ tlieirjtnrcliases. Tlie 
village stoics keop.opcm later on 
Saturday night than any other 
niehl in the week, and every con- 
siderable village becomes a sort of 
business and social exchange. 
There is a disposition in New York 
City to extend the Saturday half- 
holiday throiifrh the whole year, 
and many si If-employing ukmi quit 
work at noon on Salurday the year 
round, in order lo make excursions 
into the country that shall last over 
Sunday. Wlli^ Monday is a lioliday 
among Southern negroes. They 
commonly call it ' WhiHtling Mon- 
day." In those Southern States 
lai'L'cly settled bj' Catholics or 
Episcopalians the colored people 
celebiate feast days and fast days.
